REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 
6 of the current application teaches similar subject matter as the prior art of Namikata 
(US 7,262,870). However claims 1 and 6 are allowed for the reason's pointed out by 
the applicant's remarks (pages 6, 2 nd paragraph - page 8, 1st paragraph). Specifically, 
the prior art fails to teach "an operation restricting unit for restricting storage of 
image data to be newly processed and for restricting operations for processing
